— Wickwire’s 1939 Importation 


cw awnmen’ Includes Bemaster of Dalmeny, Highland and Royal Champion 


The majority of Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
readers know something about Mr. George 
K. Bailey, about his Wickwire Farm at 
Earleville, Maryland, and the herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus that has been built there. Many 
readers will recall reading about the found- 
ing of the herd, the past importations, the 
market topping steers, the show cattle at 
Eastern exhibitions, and the manner in 
which Wickwire cattle have been purchased 
at Maryland sales and at private treaty. 

However, since January, 1939, more than 
one thousand new subscribers have been 
added to the Journals list of regular read- 
ers, and it is to acquaint them with the herd 
that we go back for a moment and give a 
few facts concerning Wickwire. 

Wickwire is not an old herd when com- 
pared with many breeding establishments in 
this country, or abroad. Yet it isn’t a new 
herd, in that it is just being established. 
The original herd was started in 1930 on 
American blood lines. It was at that time 
that Mr. Bailey decided to build a herd that 
would be outstanding, and his herd today 
shows constant culling, constant improve- 
ment. Along with his program of improve- 
ment have been hours of study. In fact, we 
are prone to think that no one other breeder, 
with whom we have become acquainted, uses 
more hours studying live stock breeding, 


good farming habits, blood lines, individu- 
ality, type and marketing possibilities than

does Mr. Bailey. These hours of study have 
already enabled him to make strides in 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus. He has learned 
the type which he wants to produce at Wick- 


wire, he knows the strains that are more 
prolific of good animals, and builds his herd 
with that kind. 

Some years back, he decided to visit Scot- 
jand and buy a tew cattle. In that first im- 
portation, back in 1934, 1 believe, was the 
great young bull, Prince Benson of Doon- 
holm, male champion at the Great York- 
shire. Call it what you will, bad luck or 
misfortune, Prince Benson of Doonholm liv- 
ed but a short time and Mr. Bailey had very 
little use of the bull. Had the same hap- 
pened to the temales that he imported at 
that time, we might never have written this 
story, but they turned out to the best ad- 
vantage, and in the herd today are daugh- 
ters and granddaughters of these first im- 
ported females. Among the four, was Els- 
peth of Doonholm, who has three good 
daughters in the herd, one of which, klfin 
of Wickwire, made a very creditable record 
in the Eastern shows. The other three, 
equally good producers, are Behest Maid of 
Ballindalloch, a daughter of Romulum of 
Ballindalloch; Kvetta of Ballindalloch, an- 
other daughter of the same sire; and Kia- 
oran of Ballindalloch, also sired by Romu- 
lum of Ballindalloch. Checking through the 
pedigrees in the 1939 Wickwire private herd 
catalog, we find the following listed, all 
sons or daughters of one or another of these 
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cows: Elfin of Wickwire, Elspeth of Wick- 
wire, Elfish of Wickwire, Evetta of Wick- 
wire, Evanthe of Wickwire, Evening of 
Wickwire, Knight of Wickwire and Evolu- 
tion of Wickwire, the latter two being bulls, 
each of which has seen some service in the 
Wickwire herd. 

It might be wise to state that in this 
first importation, were three calves brought 
over in dam. The first, Elfin of Wickwire, 
was grand champion at both the Maryland 
State Fair and the Maryland Breeders’ 
Show, the second, Beloved Maid of Wick- 
wire was reserve champion to Elfin of 
Wickwire, and the third, Evolution of 
Wickwire was the sire of the “get” that 
won the Maryland Aberdeen-Angus Trophy 
permanently for Wickwire, it being the 
third time that Wickwire has showed the 
winning get of sire at the Maryland Breed- 
ers’ Show. We think a very good record 
for three calves. 

Mr. Bailey had purchased a bull, Evilesco 
of Page, sired by Revolution Blackcap by 
Revolution 7th and out of Early Verdict of 
Kinermony, an imported cow. The calves 
were coming along, with type that was sure 
to please. But, again, he wanted another 
bull, and an imported bull. 

In the summer of 1936, Scotland was 
again visited and having once seen Koko of 
Dunira, then a stock bull at Doonholm, Mr. 
Bailey proceeded to buy him for Wickwire. 
Koko of Dunira was a great individual, hav- 
ing been the champion at the 1934 High- 
land. He was by Erman of Dunira and out 
of Kobe, and already, his get had been 
prominent in the British shows. 

At the same time he selected at Doon- 
holm, two daughters of Koko of Dunira, 
Manzanilla of Doonholm and Erithrena of 
Doonholm, both in calf to another Doon- 
holm bull. Also imported in 1936 by Mr. 
Bailey were Rosa of Banks and Gammer 
Debenta, the former a daughter of Grier- 
son of Ballindalloch and bred to Gaffer 
Grierson, a half brother; and the latter, 
sired by Elmore of Ballindalloch and bred 
to Grierson of Ballindalloch. 

Again hard luck hit Wickwire, but in los- 
ing Koko of Dunira, Mr. Bailey had a sea- 
son’s use of him first and has several of his 
daughters in the herd. I know of but one 
son of Koko of Dunira, that being the very 
good calf, Robert the Bruce of Wickwire, 
purchased last summer by Colonel James 
B. Dillard, owner of Winton Farm at Am- 
herst, Virginia, and procured to assist his 
senior herd sire, Enfileen’s Bandolier 2d. 

Does hard luck defeat the purpose of a 
real breeder? We think not, and surely 
not in the case of Mr. Bailey, for he still 
had the ambition and the persistence. Last 
summer with war clouds looking very men- 
acing, he and Mrs. Bailey decided that if 
they wanted to import any more cattle for 
a few years, that the time was limited. 
They sailed and returned just at the out- 
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break of the war. During the time in Scot- 
land, Mr. Bailey visited many herds, and 
has consented to write of his visits for fut- 
ure issues of the Journal. However, he ac- 
complished what he traveled there for and 
purchased eight females and a bull for him- 
self and a female for Colonel James B. Dil- 
lard, details of which will appear in the 
next issue of the Journal. 

However, buying the cattle was one thing, 
getting them over here was another. For 
with war and its hazards to ocean traffic, 
importing cattle becomes a very trying 
business. Ask Mr. Bailey, for I recall talk- 
ing to him when he stated that he didn’t 
know whether the cattle were in Scotland, 
on the ocean, at the bottom of the ocean, 
or whether or not they had been insured. 
(Insurance rates skyrocketed as war start- 
ed, and it wasn’t known what the rate would 
be when the cattle were ready to be ship- 
ped). We should like to have seen Mr. 
Bailey’s relieved expression when he met 
the S. S. Delilian at Quebec under convoy 
on Tuesday night, October 31st. The cat- 
tle were on boat nineteen days, being de- 
layed while they waited for a convoy across 
the troubled waters. 

Bulls, like Bemaster of Dalmeny are not 
imported every day. No other bull with a 
record equal to that of Bemaster of Dal-

meny has ever been imported to this coun- 
try. First, a supreme champion at the 
Perth Show and Sale, and both a Highland 
and Royal Champion. In fact, according to 
our records, only four Highland champions 
have come to this country, only two since 
1902, and both of these, Koko of Dunira 
imported by Wickwire in 1936 and now 
Bemaster of Dalmeny. Just as a sidelight, 
and how the Scotchmen feel about Bemas- 
ter of Dalmeny, we offer the first account 
of the purchase as given in the September 
1, 1939 issue of the North British Agricul- 
turist. 

“A group of pedigree Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle selected by Mr. G. K. Bailey, a noted 
breeder in Maryland, U. S. A., includes that 
beautiful show bull, Bemaster of Dalmeny, 
bred and owned by the Earl of Rosebery, 
and one of the stock bulls in his lordship’s 
herd at Dalmeny. Bemaster of Dalmeny 
(89935) made a sensational start as a calf 
by winning in 1936 the championship at the 
Perth bull show and sale of that year. Re- 
turning to Dalmeny he proved a valuable 
stockgetter, and only this year he reassert- 
ed his claim to be regarded as one of the 
choicest show bulls in this country by win- 
ning the male championship at both the 
“Highland” and “Royal” shows. He is a 
bull of beautiful outline, being not only 
symmetrical in his frame but carrying a

peals to the expert breeder. Bemaster is 
full of choice Ballindalloch blood. He was 
sired by Elmore of Ballindalloch (73542),

We haven’t seen the cattle, 
that such has not been poesia 
However, Mr. Bailey’s remarks to me were 
interesting when he told me about buying 
the bull, Bemaster of Dalmeny. Both [ 
and Mrs. Bailey after they first saw this 
great champion bull, could not get away 
from him. They discussed at some length 
the possibilities of buying him, knowing 
that should they ask for a price that it 
would be higher than the amount they would 
have to pay for a really top bull. ‘But, if 
you are a real breeder, interested in seeing 
the breed bettered, and intent on improving 
your own herd, you must buy the best bull 
that you see, regardless of price. Both Mr. 
and Mrs. Bailey decided that Bemaster of 
Dalmeny was tar and away the best bull 
they had seen and sought a price on him. 
in talking prices of cattle, Mr. Bailey in- 
formed me that all the breeders in Scotland, 
or at least a large number of them who 
read the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, had their 
sights up after the great sale held last 
June by J. Garrett Tolan. He further stat- 
ed that the Tolan sale did not make it any 
easier to buy cattle in Scotland. But, we 
are straying from the subject. Bemaster 
of Dalmeny was purchased, and is now at 
Wickwire. A letter from another breeder, 
who reecntly visited Wickwire stated that 
in his opinion, Bemaster was the greatest 
bull he had seen, including the last five 
or six International grand champions. 

This breeder also stated that the bull 
“could walk.” (A fault that has been notice- 
able in many outstanding bulls today, is 
that they cannot walk). 

Since we have not seen the cattle, and 
cannot comment upon them individually, we 
are fortunate in giving the story as it ap- 
peared in the North British Agriculturalist 
(a part of which story is not given, but 
which we shall offer in the February issue 
in connection with the select purchase made 
by Mr. Bailey for Colonel James B. Dillard). 

“Recently Mr. George K. Bailey, of Wick- 
wire Farms, Earleville, Maryland, U. S. A., 
paid a hurried visit to this country during 
which he inspected a large number of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus herds. As a result of his 
visit there was shipped to him an exceed- 
ingly select consignment comprising as it 
did what the recent show: season proclaimed 
to be the best bull of the breed in Britain 
and the best cow of the breed in Scotland. 

“The bull was the four-year-old Bemaster 
of Dalmeny, a Miss Burgess of great breed-

Bailey, Bemaster is by Elmore of Ballin- 
dalloch, a son of Romulum of Ballin- 


h and Elma of Ballindalloch, and out 
ey ee Maid of Ballindalloch by Jo- 
rum of Ballindalloch, while his grand dam 
is by Evilesco of Ballindalloch—quite a 
galaxy of well-known show yard names. As 
a calf, Bemaster, at the Perth show and sale 
in February, 1936, won the March class and 
passed on to gain the Breeders’ Cup for the 
best bull under 2% years old, bred by ex- 
hibitor, the medal for the best bull, and the 
Guerrero Cup for the test animal, while he 
was also one of the best group of three 
which won the Auctioneers’ Cup, and one of 
the best group of two which won the Es- 
tanguet Cup. 

“At the Highland show the same year he 
was first in the class for junior yearling 
bulls, while last year both at the Highland 
and at the Royal Windsor Shows he put up 
a great record. At the former, at Edin- 
burgh, he was first in the old bull class and 
won the Ballindalloch Cup as the best bull 
of any age, and he headed the group which 
won the Harviestoun Cup for the best group 
of three animals. At the Royal English 
show he was also first in his class, and 
won the Challenge Trophy and the Gold 
Medal as the best bull of the breed, gaining 
also the special Centenary Gold Medal. 

“The sire, Elmore of Ballindalloch, was 
reserve champion at Perth show and sale 
in 1931, and at the Ballindalloch dispersion 
in 1934 he made 400 gns. Jorum of Ballin- 
dalloch amongst other successes won the 
reserve breed championship at the High- 
land in 1927, while the great breeding sire 
Evilesco, which makes several appearances 
in the extended pedigree of Bemaster, was 
also a first prize winner at the Highland. 
Other well-known names in the pedigree 
are those of Jeshurn, Delamere, Prince Ito 
and Iliad. 

“What are described by Mr. Bailey as 
two of the “breediest” heifers in the con- 
signment were acquired from Mr. W. G. 


Romandel of Banks, a Ruth of Tillyfour.

Macpherson, Mains of Mulben. One of them 
is the yearling Eccota 32d, tracing through 
the old Preston herd to the Ballindalloch 
Eisa Ericas. She is by the grand old stock 
sire Eugenexor, winner of male champion- 
ships at Elgin and Keith shows, the only 
places where he was exhibited, and such 
names as those of Edict of Lethen, Evident 
of Ballindalloch, Boxer of Ballindalloch, 
Eclintus of Ballindalloch, Evenson of Bal- 
lindalloch and Behaviour of Ballindalloch 
appear among the sires in the pedigree, 
while she is in calf to Eldorado of Brunt- 
stane by the grand breeding Pratia of 
Skillymarno. The other Mulben heifer, 
Julianna of Mulben, is also a yearling and 
is also by the Skillymarno-bred Eugenexor. 
She is out of Jabonista of Mulben, tracing 
through the Maisemore and Benton herds 
to Jilt, and by Ebonist of Bruntstane, twice 
champion at the Johannesburg show being 
now in the herd of Mr. H. Hillman, Trans- 
vaal. She is in calf to Mulben Ephod, 
which is of that other famous Mulben fam- 
ily, the Euthallas. 

“From Mr. W. G. Macbeth of Dunira, 
Comrie, there was acquired the yearling 
heifer Pride 15th of Dunira, a Pride of Mul- 
ben by Portman of Dunira, which was a son

of the well-known and grand breeding sire 
Erman of Dunira, a Royal English cham- 
pion, while her dam was Pride 9th of Dun- 
ira by the Aberlour-bred Georgina sire 
Gratuitous, a son of the renowned Boxer 
of Ballindalloch. At the Highland show at 
Edinburgh last June, Pride 15th was second 
in her class and she was third in a class of 
fourteen at the Royal. She is in service to 
the Georgina bull Georkin of Dalmeny, the 
1937 Perth champion. 

“Two heifers were selected from the herd 
of Colonel Norman Kennedy, D.S.O., of 
Doonholm, Ayr. One was the two-year-old 
Perella of Doonholm a Pride of Aberdeen 
by Koko of Dunira, the Highland champion 
of 1934 previously exported to Mr. Bailey 
and sired by Erman of Dunira. On the side 
of the dam, Perola of Doonholm, she is a 
very choicely bred Pride of Mulben, the 
dam being by Prince Benson of Ballindal- 
loch. an Aberdeen first prize winner and 
the highest priced bull of his year, which 
proved a great success in the Doonholm 
herd. The third top sire in the pedigree is 
the well-known Mondello, a first prize win- 
ner at the Highland and Royal shows. Per- 
ella is in service to Elegant of Stonefold 
by the great breeding sire Erland of Har- 
viestoun. The other heifer is the yearling 
Eurotia of Doonholm, a Kildonan Erica by 
Bundemar of Doonholm, which was by Mo- 
hawk of Doonholm, whose sire was Ben- 
sign of Ballindalloch, champion at Perth 
show and sale in 1926. Mohawk’s dam, 
Madeira of Doonholm, was first prize jun- 
ior heifer at the Highland show in 1927, 
first prize cow and winner of the Ballin-

dalloch Cup at the Highland show, 1930 
and first prize cow and breed champion at 
the Royal show, 1930. The dam of Eurotia, 
Euphorbia of Doonholm, gained among 
other prizes first at the Highland in 1938, 
and reserve for the breed championship at 
the same show. 

“Mr. Bailey’s purchases at Banks in- 
cluded the heifer calf Gammer Ebel, which 
is closely related to the famous Gammer 
Ebenil, she being out of Gammer Ebla, a 
half-sister of that cow, while her sire is 
Eurus of Banks, whose first calf was first 
at Perth and was sold for export at 420 
gns. Gammer Ebla is full sister to Gam- 
mer Ebena, a breed champion at the Royal 
Northern and Highland shows, while she is 
dam of Eblon, a Royal Dublin first prize 
winner. 

“Two yearling heifers were also selected 
from the Banks herd—Romandel of Banks, 
out of the Ruth of Tillyfour dam Roman- 
del and by Eurus of Banks, and Pride of 
Bendores, a Pride of Mulben by Elmo of 
Ballindalloch, which is a son of the grand 
breeding sire Romulum of Ballindalloch. 
Romandel was first as a yearling at the 
Royal Northern show, and her top sires in- 
clude Grierson of Ballindalloch, the famous 
breeding bull, and Jorum of Ballindalloch, 
twice reserve champion at the Highland. 
Romandel of Banks has been mated to Gaf- 
fer Despot, first prize two-year-old and 
junior male champion at the Highland show 
in 1938, and breed champion the same year 
at the Royal Northern, while this year he 
was third at the Windsor Royal and first 
at the Royal Northern. Pride of Bendores 
has for sire a full brother of Elmore of 
Ballindalloch, which made 400 gns. at the 
Ballindalloch sale, while her dam is by 
Grierson. She also is in calf to Eurus of 
Banks.”

Keeping Pace 
with the Breed 


It’s 1940. Without, the face of the earth 
is covered with a soft, white coat of snow 
that fell last night, reminding me of the 
clean new page upon which Aberdeen-An- 
gus history is to be recorded for the new 
year. Within, the log is crackling in the 
fire place, the colorful flames are creeping 
over its surface while the thin smoke is 
rising to seek an outlet into a new world 
beyond the housetop. A delightful sur- 
rounding, cheery and comforting, furnish- 
ing a splendid atmosphere in which to loll 
and dream, dream of the Bonnie Blacks, 
their past, their present and their future. 
As the story of the borning, the present 
and the future of this great breed of beef 
cattle unfolds one becomes forgetful of his 
surroundings and wanders far afield. 


Little did the founders of the breed think 
as those bonnie black humlies came down 
out of the heathered hills to the winter 
byres that some day the breed would reach 
near perfection in type, conformation and 
quality, would reach the point where they 
would dominate the high places in the 
world’s greatest fat cattle shows—but they 
have done just that, and why and how? 


Another log is rolled upon the fire, we 
recline, relax and dream again. This time 
our cherished breed appears in the flicker- 
ing flames, dancing over the log and glibly 
floating with the curling smoke aloft to 
seek new fields to explore, to conquer; and 
I wonder. Wonder what we, as the spons- 
ors of today’s most popular and fastest 
growing beef breed have done, are doing or 
plan to do in the future to help elevate the 
breed to greater achievement to greater 
success. Through all this musing the dom- 
inant thought is—are we as breeders keep- 
ing pace with the breed? A hurried survey 
of the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
past and present, supplies a rich field in 
which to revel. Back we go to William 
Watson, and William McCombie, and then 
the Grants of Ballindalloch, from whose 
herds came the seed stock that was to sup- 
ply the breeding herds of America. These 
men poured their lives, their hearts, their 
very being into the task of building a su- 
per beef breed, and they did it. 


Out of these early importations, we, here 
in America, have builded a great breed of 
beef cattle. But, I wonder again, how many 
men in the years that have so swiftly gone 
into history really poured their souls into 
the enterprise of improving the breed as 
fully and completely as did those Old Coun- 
trymen of vision and determination? Is 
it not true that we have been breeders in 
the main, and not improvers? Perhaps too 
many of us crave too strongly to deal in 
numbers, rather than to devote time, study 
and care in the science of breed improve- 
ment. Perhaps again, we, as breeders have 
been’ too modest to open wide our windows 
and shout to the outside world the good 
tidings of our breed—its winnings at virt- 
ually all the major shows of the nation 
threughout these years, both on the hoof 
and on the hook to say nothing about the 
breed’s superiority in the feed lots of 
America. 

And so we dream into the night. It’s 
two a. m., another big log is rolled upon 
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the dying embers to offset winter’s chill 
for its nearly twenty below zero outside. 
We settle back once more. This time our 
thoughts dritt to the Bonnie Blacks bedded 
deeply in clean straw as they quietly and 
comfortably rest and await the dawning of 
a new day, with well filled bunks and the 
early visit from the caretaker. It’s back to 
the log, the lights are low, once more the 
tiny ilames dart hither and yon over the 
log as we sink again into deep meditation, 
this time to visualize America’s Aberdeen- 
angus breeders pass in review in the soft 
white smoke that wafts many of them aloft 
to worlds unknown. Would that you, dear 
reader, might pull up alongside and spend 
the wee hours of this new day chatting with 
those familiar characters as they come and 
go. For the most part they pause, salute, 
and point with pride to some individual ani- 
mal, and occasionally a car lot, that has 
won a blue or a purple in some major show. 
Only the sun rising over the snow clad hills 
to the east could break up this revelry. It 
would require volumes of space to relate 
the history that has unfolded during this 
seance, for more frequently than not, as 
we enter this dreamland, there stands be- 
fore us as natural as life the individual ani- 
mals to which these great improvers of the 
breed point. 

Here comes that master breeder, W. A. 
McHenry, stalwart, erect, stick in one hand 
and the other upon the rump of a sleek, 
well groomed Barbara, a Pride or a Queen 
Mother as he follows her across the tan- 
bark toward the head of the class, that 
ruddy face aglow with pride and satisfac- 
tion. There are many others who follow. 
What an inspiration to go forward, to labor, 
to accomplish, to reach the zenith. Weary 
eyes cause the procession to fade away. 

The clock on the mantle strikes four and 
we realize that it’s time to hit the hay. But 
wait! Another thought. What are we as 
individuals doing to keep pace with the 
breed. For the most part during these lat- 
ter years the breed has gone along in spite 
of what has been done to retard its prog- 
ress, and with but little help at the hands 
of the owners and breeders. Memory re- 
calls 1919 and the advent of the breed pa- 
per. Since that day breeders have had a 
place to display their wares. And especial- 
ly during the past few years have these men 
awakened to the possibilities of the breed 
when supported by its own breed organ. 
They have been loyal. More and more are 
they becoming conscious of the advantages 
of keeping their herds constantly before an 
interested world of readers. More and more 
are they seeking the display columns in the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal. More and more 
do they realize the importance of present- 
ing their respective herds in good form 
through the use of good illustrations, care- 
fully planned advertising and interesting 
reports on what is happening within their 
own herds. Every boost for one’s own herd 
adds its mite to the welfare and advance- 
ment of the breed as a whole. No one man 
can succeed without helping others along 
the way, for the best productions of any 
herd go out only to improve those of an- 


other. And so the future unfolds. We are 


on the way to greater success—1940 is des- 
tined to be the best year yet, and what is 
best of all, the Bonnie Blacks are on the 
march, not for a year, but for ever and ever.

According to reports on the closin 
of the Fortieth International ag me 
Exposition stockmen counted approximate] 
$1,000,000.00 in returns for their magnift 
cient displays in the breeding classes and 
the fat sections of that great show. Sales 
of live stock brought an estimated $850,000.- 
00 and the prize money amounted to more 
than $100,000.00. And that’s just one show 
for one week. There’s Kansas City, the Ak. 
Sar-Ben, Fort Worth, Denver, Ogden and 
the west coast shows; St. Joseph, St. Louis 
Baltimore, Cleveland, the Eastern States 
Exposition. and numerous State and local 
shows, besides the open daily markets that 
must be considered when one thinks in 
terms of agriculture’s dependence upon the 
returns from live stock. If these cattle 
hogs and sheep were forced into competition 
with foreign products what would the 
answer be? Secretary Wallace is reported 
to have said that “farmers have nothing to 
kick about” because beef prices are at par- 
ity. How long will they remain at that 
level if, the bars are dropped and our beef 
comes into competition with South Ameri- 
ca’s grass fat cattle? How long would our 
government be able to seal corn at 50 cents 
or more per bushel?

Twelve Breeders on Association High Recording List for 1939 


as much improvement as they are growth. 
We know that many are more concerned 
(and they should be) with improving than 
increasing their numbers.

lyzing the report of the American 
abdeen Angus Breeder, which gives the 
names of those breeders recording more 
than twenty-five head of cattle in 1939, it 
was interesting to note that from the state 
of Kentucky an even dozen names of breed- 
ers were to be found. The total number of 
breeders whose names appear was two hun- 
dred and twenty-six. It called to my at- 
tention the remarks made at the Annual 
Banquet, when Mr. R. M. Clark, senior part- 
ner of the firm of R. M. Clark & Son, own- 
ers of Clarkland Farms, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, stated that Kentucky was once the 
greatest of all live stock producing states, 
and that she would again climb to the num- 
ber one position. 

Among the twelve was Clarkland Farms, 
third high in the United States, with a total 
of one hundred and sixty-six head being re- 
corded. That figure will more than likely 
be increased this next year, for there are 
more than two hundred and fifty calves to 
drop in 1940. 

Second place among Kentucky’s list of 
high recorders was Dixie Stock Farm of 
Lancaster, owned by J. I. & A. T. Sanders. 

This firm showed a total of eighty-eight 
head recorded in 1939, and their number was 
twelfth in the nation. 

Land O’Goshen Farms owned by W. B. 
Belknap and located at Goshen, Kentucky 
was third in Kentucky and thirteenth in the 
country, with a total of eighty-five head. 

J. H. Quisenberry, Hill Crest Farms, Win- 
chester was fourth in the state and twenty- 
fifth in the entire country with sixty-seven 
head recorded the past year. 

Lynnwood Farms, owned and operated by 
Mr. M. T. Minor and located on the edge of 
the city of Danville, Kentucky was fifth in 


the state and thirty-first in the nation with 
sixty-two head registered last year. 

Spindletop Farms, Lexington, was sixth 
in the state and ninety-ninth in the country 
with thirty-seven head. Watch this firms 
increase this next year. We are certain 
that it will more than double itself, for 
Spindletop has quite a large number of cows 
due to calve in 1940. 

Seventh in Kentucky and one hundred 
twenty-fifth in the country was a breeder 
whom few know. He is Mr. Rodman Wiley, 
of Louisville, and we are happy to state 
that we met the gentleman about eighteen 
months past, and saw his herd. Mr. Wiley 
registered thirty-four head. 

Other high scorers in Kentucky were, 
Dyer and Upchurch, Albany, with twenty- 
nine head; Dr. S. O. Sublette and B. A. Tay- 
lor of Versailles and Maceo respectively 
with twenty-seven each, and E. D. Axton 
and Barrett Stock Farm of Louisville and 
Maysville with twenty-five head each.

That the study of pedigrees is interest- 
ing is true. That it becomes important to 
all breeders is possibly not quite as well 
recognized. 

In founding a herd, or making addi-ions 
to a breeding herd, no animal ought to be 
purchased without the study of the pedi- 
gree. 


The great majority of top show and 
breeding cattle bear out clearly the fact, 
that good cattle are not accidental, but the 
result of careful mating of outstanding in- 
dividuals. 

Maryland breeders have purchased on 
different occasions outstanding bulls. Bulls, 
whose pedigrees stand the most critical in- 
spection and whose individuality results 
from the kind of sires and dams represent- 
ed in their respective pedigrees. 

At the coming Maryland sale, breeders 
will be offering sons and daughters of some 
of the bulls whose tabulations are here 
presented. None of the bulls here listed 
are untried sires. 

For example, Evilesco of Page, senior 
herd sire for the past several years at 
George K. Bailey’s Wickwire Farm. This 
good breeding bull, should get splendid 
calves and does.

Blackbird Barry Selected by Ankony at International Sale

Each year at the great International Live 
Stock Exposition, those who are in attend- 
ance meet old friends, discuss various live 
stock problems and it is a yearly event of 
pleasure for them. The Journal notes 
especially the new faces at each successive 
International. We might if we had the time 
enumerate the new faces we have seen at 
recent Internationals. It would be a rather 
impressive list as to numbers of new breed- 
ers. Among those, whom we had never met 
before at Chicago, in attendance at the 1939 
International was Mr. Allan A. Ryan, owner 
of Ankony Farms at Rhinebeck, New York. 
Most of the new faces at Chicago belong to

That Quality Marshall is a son of Earl Mar- 
shall is common knowledge to most Journal 
readers. 

It is by combining the blood of great 
breeding bulls that champions are made, 
that outstanding breeding bulls are produc- 
ed and that the breed shows improvement. 
We are certain that in his purchase of 
Blackbird Barry, Mr. Ryan has made a def- 
inite step toward accomplishing his purpose

A recent letter received from Mr. Hugh 
McWhorter, Secretary of the Mercer County 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association, 
gives us quite a little information with re- 
gard to the activities of the breeders in “the 
Aberdeenshire of America.” Mr. McWhort- 
er writes that early in 1939, a few breeders 
had completed fifty years of activity in 
Aberdeen-Angus affairs. Therefore, 1940 
will mark the beginning of the fifty-second 
year in which Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
been bred in Mercer County. Of importance 
to us, is the fact that since the early begin- 
ning, there has been a constant up-trend of 
the number of herds in the county, and the 
numbers of cattle, in the different herds. 
Neither good times nor bad times have af- 
fected very many herds, and through both 
the breeding herds of Mercer County today 
are better equipped. By that we mean are 
comprised of better breeding cattle, both as 
to type and quality, than ever before in the 
history of this county. 


One might wonder how all the cattle bred 
in fifty years in one particular county could 
have been sold or where they may have 
gone. Mr. McWhorter writes that cattle, 
bred and developed in Mercer County, have 
been shipped to Canada and the following 
thirty states: New Hampshire, New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, Michigan, Ohio, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, North Dakota, South Dakota, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Nebraska, Colorado, Kansas, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Missouri, Okla- 
homa, Louisiana, Texas, New Mexico and 
California. 


That these cattle have fulfilled the ex- 
pectations of their respective buyers, is 
proven by the high regard with which Mer- 
cer County Aberdeen-Angus are held 
throughout the entire breeding fraternity. 
Moreover, increasing interest is noted in 
Mercer County sales and in the activities of 
the Mercer County Association. Mr. Mc- 
Whorter further writes that the reputation 
of Mercer County cattle has been, and is, 
based upon the ability of the cattle to make 
good in the breeding pen, in the feed lot and 
in the show ring. Possibly, the greatest im- 
portance is the making good in the breed- 
ing pen, for, upon this particular factor, 
does the future of the breed rest. Making 
good in the feed lot is of great importance. 
Mercer County cattle have been purchased 
by International feeders for many years, 
and their records in the greatest of all live 
stock shows upholds well the kind of breed- 
ing herds to be found in this county. In the 
“show window,” Mercer County cattle have 
brought considerable honor to the breeders. 
Mercer County has produced a two times 
International grand champion bull, two In- 
ternational grand champion car loads of 
steers, one International grand champion 
steer, three International grand champion 
carcasses, an International grand champion 
Aberdeen-Angus_ steer, six International 
grand champion 4-H club steers, an Inter- 
national junior champion bull, three Inter- 
national reserve grand champion steers, and 
six International reserve grand champion 
carcasses. In addition to these Internation- 
al grand prizes, Mercer County cattle have 
been runnersups in the car lot and individ- 
ual classes in this same show many times, 
and have shown many winners at outstand- 
ing middlewest shows. 
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During 1939, Mercer County breeders 
shared with others, the increasing interest 
exhibited in the breed and profited much 
from the publicity gained in the nation-wide 
tour of “Mercer,” the 1938 International 
grand champion steer, (bred, owned and ex- 
hibited to the International grand cham- 
pionship by a Mercer County girl), pur- 
chased and exhibited by the Firestone Tire 
and Rubber Company. Throughout’ the 
year, inquiries were received that absorbed 
the surplus cattle in many cases before 
plans had been made to sell them. In 
March 1939, eighty-nine head were offered 
and sold at an average price of $261.00, and 
in October of the same year, ninety-one 
more were sold at an average of $190.00. 
(180 lots at more than $225.00). 

In the auction sales, it is the purpose of 
the Mercer County Association to offer cat- 
tle, good breeding cattle, suited for all 
classes of buyers, and it is not with the 
thought in mind of realizing the highest 
average that the annual sales are held,

sales sell at prices that compare favorably 
with most of the breed’s high selling sales, 
At private treaty in 1939, more than one 
hundred and twenty head were sold through 
the County Association at prices in line with 
those prevailing at public auction, One 
hundred and thirty-four show steers and 
commercial feeders completed almost a 
seventy-thousand dollar ($70,000.00) busi- 
ness year for the Association. During this 
same period of time, local breeders added 
many outstanding cattle to their respective 
herds, either at public auction or by private 
treaty, and are in a stronger position than 
ever before to furnish good breeding stock 
to new men and additions to the herds of the

Hugh McWhorter—Big Factor in County’s Success 


Were you to address a letter tothe Mercer 
County Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion seeking information on any phase of 
the business of breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, feeding, fitting, showing, purchasing 
or selling, your letter would reach Mr. Hugh 
McWhorter, secretary of the breed’s most 
active and result-getting county association. 
More, your letter would receive a prompt, 
yet carefully considered reply. But, sup- 
pose you, a stranger happened into Aledo, 
and inquired about beef cattle, either seek- 
ing breeding stock, or just visiting herds. 
It is our opinion that almost 100% of the 
local people would refer you to Mr. Mc- 
Whorter. In fact, they would go out of 
their way to assure themselves that you met 
Mr. McWhorter. Why? For the one good 
reason, that Aledo people understand the 
worth to the community of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders in their county. They like 
these men, personally, and they know that 
no one other man in Mercer county (and 
few outside) does more to promote Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle at all times than does 
Mr. Hugh McWhorter. Then, after meetinz 
Mr. McWhorter, you could write your own 
ticket. That is, if you had in mind looking 
at cattle with purchase in mind, whether it 
be a few head of heifers, a bull, a carload of 
bulls or heifers, feeder stock, or 4-H club 
calves, or if you wished just to visit the 
herds, it would be your wishes that would 
be followed. You don’t have to be a buyer 
to see the herds in the “Aberdeenshire of 
America.” 

Without fear of question, the one man, 
who is more responsible than any other 
Mercer county breeder for the success of the 
sales, whether they be at auction or at 
private treaty, that one is Hugh McWhorter. 
To many, who have never had anything to 


-do with a public auction, the management of 


one doesn’t appear to be such a hard task. 
We know, however, that the preparation 
and the loose ends that must be gathered to- 
gether after the sale is held, require much 
time and real effort. 


Mercer county has already held nine 
spring sales, in each of which upwards of 
ninety head of breeding cattle have been 
offered and sold. The price or the average 
has varied quite a little in the past ten 
years, but the consignors are for the most 
part the same group of breeders. Each year 
finds their respective consignments, a little 
better, emphasising a little more type, a 
little more quality and insisting on better 
blood lines. We wouldn’t want to state that 
this has been due to the sole efforts of Hugh 
McWhorter, but much of the success of the 
sales must be attributed to his efforts. 

Mr. Hugh McWhorter is a young man, 
but an old breeder. By which, we mean that 
he understands the care and breeding of 
Aberdeen-Angus, has owned a herd person- 
ally (in partnership with his father, L. Mc- 
Whorter) for a number of years. In fact he 
was brought up with Aberdeen-Angus. In 
checking through the first volumes of The 
American Aberdeen-Angus Herd Books, we 
find that in Volume number two, L. Mc- 
Whorter, Aledo, Illinois,: is credited with 
owning Pope 8153, an Aberdeen-Angus bull. 
His first registrations according to the herd 
book shows up in Volume four, and we doubt 
if any issues of the book, have since been 
printed without some cattle being registered 
from Greenview, the name, which was given 
the L. McWhorter farm about fifty years 
ago and the name that is still in use. Mr. 
Hugh McWhorter has two sons and both of 
them are actively engaged today with their 
father, likely both own a few cows, and the 
herd should continue to grow and improve. 

Possibly the biggest reason for the con- 
tinued success of the Mercer county sales 
is the fact that every transaction must be 
completely satisfactory to the purchaser, in 
order to satisfy Mr. Hugh McWhorter. |

“In compliance with a re- 
quest in the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal for reports on Club 
calves I am writing. some- 
thing about my calf which I 
hope will find a place in the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal. As 
you know Midnight was the 
reserve champion in the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus section at the 
1939 Ak-Sar-Ben (this is the 
calf that the writer selected 
at the time the calves ap- 
peared before the elimination 
committee, as a possible can- 
didate for grand champion of 
the show). He was selected 
from my father’s herd which 
is composed of about thirty 
breeding cows and heifers. Midnight was 
a son of Miss J. who is a daughter of Ben- 
bow J. 9th 451613 who is also the sire of 
Midnight. Benbow J. 9th is a son of Revo- 
lution 78th 418556, the bull you liked so 
well when you saw him in our pastures be- 
cause of his type and marvelous handling 
qualities. He being a son of the Interna- 
tional grand champion Blackcap Revolution 
and Miss Burgess 3d of Nisbethill 349404. 


“Midnight was born July 25, 1938. He 
was left on pasture with his mother until 
four months of age. On the first of De- 
cember I started him with two other calves 
on feed for 4-H work. I started him on 
cracked corn, oats and oilmeal. After a few 
months the oats were omitted. At this time 
my mother cooked a small amount of barley 
which was added to the ration. He was fed 
a small amount of alfalfa hay during all 
the feeding period. 

“On the first of January he weighed 405 
pounds. When I weighed him in at the Ak- 
Sar-Ben show he weighed 990 pounds, mak- 
ing a gain of two pounds per day. I kept 
him in a shed where he could go in and out 
as he pleased. When the flies came I dark- 
ened the shed by putting sacks over the 
windows and doors. I led him a short dis- 
tance every day. During cool weather I led 
him in the day time. When it became hot 
I led him in the evenings.

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4 “Pertinent Question 


Are We Losing Our Pride in Good Live Stock 
cee and Becoming Indifferent to Further Improvement? 


Not long ago I received a letter which in- 
terested me very much, and it has occurred 
to me that a discussion of the subject 
raised by the writer might be equally in- 
teresting to my fellow readers of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal. I am sorry that for 
technical reasons it is impossible for the 
boy who wrote the letter to consent to my 
use of it in full or over his signa- 
ture, because it is, in my opinion, 
highly complimentary to him. In 
its entirety, the letter exhibits a 
degree of intelligence that would 
do credit to a much older person, 
and while my subsequent discus- 
sion will show that I do not sub- 
scribe one hundred per cent to 
the views expressed by this 
young man, I do have a very high 
regard for his reasoning and for 


Pure Bred Industry in America.” In fact, 
the golden age for America itself, not that 
the present generation has lost interest in 
live stock improvement nor that our coun- 
try does not still have a bright future. No 
one but a rank pessimist would concede 
either of these conditions. But there is no 
denying the fact that the twenty-five or 
thirty years preceding the out- 
break of the World War in 1914 
were the most tranquil, the most 
stable and the most soundly pros- 
perous years the United States 
has ever enjoyed. Under con- 
ditions such as prevailed then, 
farmers and others were content- 
ed and satisfied, their thoughts 
and their ambitions were mainly 
centered on the pursuits which 
interested them most. This was 


his serious outlook upon the —————_ par ticularly true of the live stock 


future of an industry which is oete: ¥-mmnnas 


so close to the hearts of many of 


us. 

The following quotations from the letter 
will serve the purpose I have in mind, 
which is to convince my readers that there 
is still a fascinating interest as well as a 
practical interest in the production of good 
live stock in America. 

“In your years of experience as a 
breeder and lover of good live stock, you 
have seen that industry undergo a rather 
marked change. True enough, we have 
experienced many financial ups and 
downs, but with them seems to have 
come a more permanent change. To me, 
a young man about to leave college, live 
stock production seems a very different 
thing than it was in the days of which 
my dad so often speaks. 

“T literally grew up with pure bred 
live stock, and I am the son of a former 
president of the American Shorthorn 
Breeders Association. 

“In connection with this change in the 
live stock industry from the producer’s 
angle, I am attempting to work out what 
might be termed a philosophy of live 
stock production, a rather abstract sub- 
ject but one which bears considerable 
thought. In that connection, I am ap- 
pealing to you for a little help. 

“To day in Canada, Scotland and Ar- 
gentina real pride is taken in their live 
stock. Money is no object in selecting a 
herd sire. It used to be that way here, 
but today, especially in the corn belt, we 
seem to be ever more failing to recognize 
the value of pure bred sires, seem to have 
lost pride in producing good live stock. 
Farmers have become indifferent to live 
stock improvement. Has live stock im- 
provement left our souls and gone to our 
pocket books? Has the love of good live 
stock ceased to become a part of us? 

“Mr. Battles, would you just imagine 
this bewildered young fellow was sitting 
across the table from you, and then just 
tell me what we, the new generation of 


breeders, may do to improve the situa- 


tion. What must our attitude be? What 

must be our philosophy?” 

To begin with, the days of which the 
young man writes can very appropriately 
be referred to as the “Golden Age of the 
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farmer. He perhaps is more 
devoted to his work than those 
of most other callings because 
there is undoubtedly in the make-up of 
most people an inherent liking for animals 
and a desire to work with them and to im- 
prove them. Recent personal observations 
verifying this will be mentioned later. 

There is also a pride and a- satisfaction 
in being successful in the development of 
high quality in our herds and in the pro- 
duction of famous animals; add to this op- 
timism, patience, and determination, and it 
seems to me that we have most of the 
qualities and most of the incentives neces- 
sary for success in live stock breeding. At 
least, these have been the requisites which 
have guided and encouraged live stock 
breeders ever since the beginning of live 
stock improvement several centuries ago, 
and I can see no reason to believe that 
there has been any marked change as far 
as these essentials are concerned nor in 
the creative desire which spurs them to 
action. 

There has perhaps been some change in 
sentiment towards live stock improvement 
in recent years, and there may have been 
some deterioration in pride of accomplish- 
ment and a tendency to place material 
gains above satisfaction in the achievement 
of our ideals. But, if such changes are 
apparent, and according to my observations 
they are not particularly noticeable, they 
are the result of changes that have occur- 
red in our whole civilization. Our econo- 
mic situation has changed. More attention 
must be given to studying profits. These 
are more elusive now than they were three 
decades ago. Of course, study will show 
that good live stock still offers the best 
solution to this troublesome farm problem. 
Nevertheless, all too few people have come 
to realize this, and still others lack the 
patience to wait for the development of a. 
good herd of live stock. Too many are 
looking for an easy and a quick road to 
wealth. 

Another factor which must be consider- 
ed today is that there are many, many 
more things to attract and interest people 
now than there were when this boy’s 
father was a young man. Automobiles, 
radios, modern entertainment and what not, 
all of which have a tendency to detract 


from the interest and enthusias 

given to our breeding weahieasa” pappe 
opinion, however, that these diversions 
offer no serious menace to our continued 
interest in improving our live s*ock. Ther 
will always be enough people with a ions 
in their hearts for animal breeding to ab 
the candle of live stock progress Sentai, 
brightly. It is no doukt true that the 
really constructive breeder is more of an 
idealist than a materialist as he places 
achievement in the field of constructive 
work above material gains. However, in. 
different as he may be to financial ye. 
wards, they are almost sure to follow. Sue- 
cess of any kind, though it be born of sen- 
timent, is invariably rewarded that way. 
The public is still willing to pay for qual- 
ity and it is not slow to recognize merit 
No, the love of live stock breeding has not 
left our souls. Just a little of it may have 
been crowded out because of conflicting 
interests due to our present complex civilj- 
zation, but the desire in our hearts for 
fine animals which are both beautiful and 
useful will never die. This is a heritage 
too precious to lose, and there will always 
be the pride of achievement to urge us on 
just as it did the pioneers of the industry 
to whom we are indebted for the many 
great herds which are to be found all over 
the live stock world of today, and as to 
what the philosophy of the new generation 
of live stock breeders should be, my advice 
is to preserve and maintain the old, the one 
which inspired our ancestors and which, in 
my opinion, would be defined as, “A crea- 
tive desire combined with the patience and 
determination necessary for its fulfill- 
ment.” 

As these lines are written, I am speeding 
eastward from Los Angeles on one of our 
modern fast trains, which reminds me of 
some of the changes which have taken 
place in our general mode of life since the 
days of which my youthful correspondent 
writes. Only a few nights ago, I was the 
guest of a friend at his unusual ranch home 
in the Santa Monica hills close by Holly- 
wood, a man who has reached the very pin- 
nacle of world fame as a movie director. 
Some of the other guests present included 
famous names in the movie world, men who 
have produced masterpieces in pictures, 
men who have won the admiration and ac- 
claim of millions. I was the only real dirt 
farmer and live stock breeder there. And 
I am referring to some of the conversation 
which took place that night to substantiate 
my claim that the love of contact with the 
soil and with live stock is still uppermost 
in the thoughts of most men. The main 
theme of conversation during that delight- 
ful evening was not of the motion picture 
world. It had to do with live stock and 
the best way to reach the top in that pro- 
fession. The question was put to me, “To 
what do you attribute your success as an 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder?”

individual. Sure, I’ll admit that there 
are several so-called dual purpose breeds in 
the country, but 1 have yet to see any two 
judges who will agree on what goes ty 
make up a dual purpose animal. At a lot 
of the fairs during the past two years, | 
have watched the judging of the dual pur- 
pose breeds, and I have seen, on a number 
of occasions, breeders, and herdsmen as 
well, almost come to blows because they dif- 
fered in their opinions as to what a dual 
purpose female or bull should be. In other 
words, there is no standard type or meas- 
uring stick, if you want to call it that, set 
for a dual purpose animal. No one agrees, 
Now some of you may begin to wonder why 
I’m talking about dual purpose cattle. [’j] 
tell you why. _ It’s because I have talked 
to many dairy breeders who wanted, if pos- 
sible, to keep their high milk production 
and at the same time to top the markets 
with steers from those cows. I answer that 
question or thought by saying, there is no 
dual purpose breed. If a man wants milk 
and beef production too, he is far better off 
to use a good Aberdeen-Angus bull on his 
dairy cows than he would be if he tried to 
hit a happy medium. Now perhaps you will 
say that can’t be done. I know a man in 
Michigan who has, for ten years, topped the 
Detroit market with calves out of Holstein 
cows. He has over one hundred head of 
these cows. He breeds these cows each year 
to a good Aberdeen-Angus bull. When the 
calves are dropped he puts two calves on 
a cow and milks the others for his milk 
trade. The calves are started on grain just 
as soon as they will take it, and are kept 
on grain and pushed until they reach a 
weight of around 900 pounds. These calves 
never lose their baby fat, and are sold as 
baby beeves before they have had a chance 
to grow or to develop the dairy character-

The last few years have 
shown a rapid increase 1n 
cattle other than dairy cattle 
in the United States. | Beet 
cattle are gaining rapidly in 
numbers. ‘Lhe breeding herds 
of beer cattle are improving 
in their general type. 1 think 
it is only right that we teil 
the new breeders and young 
men coming on to raise either beef catile 
or dairy cattle and not to try for an in-be- 
tween position and not be able to know 
what they are really trying to do. — 

At all of the fairs and shows during the 
past year Aberdeen-Angus cattle were ex- 
hibited in larger numbers than ever before. 
The tops were better than ever before, and 
the good ones reached farther down the 
line tnan ever betore, but there is still room 
tor improvement. We can improve the walk 
of our cattle. The tails, rumps, shoulders, 
and foreribs can all be improved. We are 
out in front with our chosen breed of cattle 
because we have made more rapid progress 
in improving our cattle than have breeders 
of other breeds, but in order to stay in front 
we've got to keep improving our product. 
The new 1940 automobile will not have a 
chance in an automobile show five years 
from now. 

In keeping pace with our cattle, there are 
many obligations which we must meet. The 
first one, is our obligation as breeders to 
new breeders and prospective breeders. 1n 
checking the list of buyers at last year’s 
sales we find that a good seventy percent 
of the cattle went to new breeders. ‘This 
means that many men who now own Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle have never had any ex- 
perience in the breeding and management 
of beef cattle. It is your duty as breeders 
to give these men all of the assistance pos- 
sible. I’ll just briefly give you an example 
of what I mean. 

This fall I visited a large dairy farm. 
Over three hundred head of cows were in 
production the year around. The owner was 
a very successful dairy man. A few years 
ago, when the price of milk started to drop, 
he decided to buy some beef cattle. While 
visiting with him, he told me he had had 
beef cattle for five years and as yet had 
not made any money from them. I asked 
to see the herd so we went to the pasture. 
In one pasture of sixty acres there were 
forty-seven cows with some calves. These 
cows had been on this pasture since the 
first of May and I saw them the third week 
in November. It wouldn’t have been so bad, 
had the pasture been good, but it wasn’t. 
It was low, marshy land with a lot of brush 
and scrub trees scattered through it. The 
cattle were starving to death. Only about 
half of them had calved. The bull and heif- 
er calves were still together, when they 
should have been weaned and separated a 
month or six weeks before. Also in the 
group were two orphan calves, their moth- 
ers having failed to claim them. One calf 
had pneumonia, another had a growth of 
some sort in his throat, and was practically 
dead, and three were blind. Is it any won- 
der his cattle were not making money for

him, never having a bite to eat outside of 
pasture and cornstalks, and in one of the 
colder northern states? On the other hand 
his dairy cattle had the best of care, the 
best barns a man could build, with plenty of 
feed and shelter, and were very well man- 
aged. The owner had heard that beef cat- 
tle required no care and no labor, and that 
they could live on practically nothing and 
still produce a strong, healthy calf each 
year. I have visited several such places in 
the same condition. Some were worse than

have, but I still stuck to my point that a 
love for constructive work in animal im- 
provement and untiring effort were the 
chief essentials to success In my chosen 
field. But the point I am trying to make, 
and the thing which struck me most force- 
ably is that it was apparent that amongst 
those men of outstanding accomplishment 
in the world of entertainment, there was 
not one who did not have a desire to become 
a successful live stock breeder. And I find 
this same sentiment wherever I go, the 
desire for some kind of animal breeding is 
in the hearts of the poor and the rich, the 
great and the unknown alike, pretty good 
evidence, I think, that love for good live 
stock is still a part of us. 

t another thought, and I am through 
Bs or so ago in Los Angeles, I had a 
very pleasant visit with my old friend, 
Colonel White, who for ten years had 
charge of a home for boys who had become 
unmanageable, bad boys from the big cities 
as well as from the farms, boys who, be- 
cause of lack of the right kind of home 
environment or other reasons, were headed 
toward a life of crime, or at least a life of 
uselessness. It was the purpose of the 
school over which Col. White had presided 
to reconstruct the lives of these wayward 
boys, to educate them, and to turn them 
out as useful and respected citizens. In 
connection with this school, there is a farm 
upon which various breeds of pure bred 
live stock are maintained, and Col. White 
told me that in all his experience there he 
never once failed to appeal to the finer in- 
stincts of a boy, bad as he may have been, 
after he had succeeded in interesting him 
in the live stock of the institution. It was 
then that his impulse for wrong-doing 
seemed to leave him, and in its place would 
come a determination to make good, to ac- 
complish something worthwhile. Col. White 
related one specific instance of a boy who 
had gotten out of all control, whose sole 
interest seemed to be centered in wrong do- 
ing. He was a boy from a very large city 
who had never had an opportunity to even 
see live stock, let alone associate with it. 
As a last resort, it was decided to turn this 
boy over to the capable man in charge of 
the live stock department, who started out 
by giving the youngster a comprehensive 
understanding of live stock breeding, its 
purpose, and its importance to our general 
welfare. He ended his lecture by saying 
“Now, Joe, I am going to give you a calf 
over which you will have sole jurisdiction. 
It will be your duty and your responsibility 
to see that this calf gets the very best of 
care and if you do a good job, you will have 
the privilege of taking him to the shows. 
If he does well there and wins prizes, you 
will receive the credit.” Said Col. White, 
“From that moment, a change came over 
this boy. His thoughts turned from mis- 
chief to interest in developing his calf. He 
was determined to make a winner of him, 
and sure enough he did.” At the Junior 
Live Stock Show in San Francisco the 
following year, this boy proudly led his 
calf to the Championship. “And that boy 
today,” said Col. White, “holds a high 
position in the American Navy”. And so, 
it seems to me that a proper live stock 
background is not only of great value if 
one follows this profession through life, but 
that it is also extremely helpful in building 
character and in other ways fitting one to 
carry on successfully in other lines of en- 
deavor. And again I repeat that the love 
of good live stock has not left our souls.

tle, whether they are fat or thin, and we 
must be able to pass that knowledge on to 
others in a way possible for them to derive 
the greatest benefit from it. 

Another of our obligations is to sell the 
new breeder the right kind of cattle to start 
with. We may be able to fool a man once, 
but we can’t fool him again on the same 
thing. Eventually he is going to learn the 
ditference between good cattle and common 
cattle, and if we don’t teach him we are 
going to lose a friend, a customer and a 
booster for our great breed. 

Along with our obligations, there are cer- 
tain obligations that the cattle owe us. In 
the first place our cattle must have the 
ability to breed and produce the right kind 
of calves regularly. Now by that I mean 
more than just being able to drop a calf 
each year. A producing cow is one that 
will produce a calf above the average calf 
in your locality. I don’t mean a calf that 
is good enough to win in the show ring, 
but a calf that is truly a beef calf, and rep- 
resents to a marked degree the type for 
which you are breeding. There is a lot of 
difference between a good to choice calf, 
and a medium to common “critter”. Our 
cattle must also have the ability to produce 
these calves at a profit to us. In other 
words, they must make us money, and the 
way they are managed has a lot to do with 
the profit side of our ledger. 

In another month our spring sales will be 
starting. Lets all work together in trying 
to make this the greatest year in the his- 
tory of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in America. 
We can do this by consigning top cattle to 
our sales, giving them the deserved amount 
of publicity, getting acquainted with the 
men who purchase our cattle and, last but 
not least, by talking Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
to everyone we meet. The breed is greater 
than anyone’s herd. ge that any- 
one does for the breed as a whole helps ev- 
ery individual breeder in our ranks.
